a) ELL, sir, 1 am more convinced than ever 
that you can’t keep a squirrel on the 
ground, unless he is a dead one.” 

“Now what the dickens has that wise 
observation got to do with stamps? 
You asked us over here tonight to 
hear a stamp story, you know.” 

“Sure I know, and I’m talking about stamps. You 
may not have gotten the connection, but it’s there, 
and if you’ll close your trap and keep the flies out 
I'll explain it to you.” 

“Give him rope, Harry,” smiled another of the 
bunch. “You know Fred can’t follow a straight road 
to save his life. Has to stop and stick his head over 
the fence here, and nibble a little grass there, and 
just generally drift along, but he usually gets there. 
Go ahead, Old Timer, what is back of that squirrel 
statement ?” 


“Pure grit,” promptly replied the host. That never- 
say-die spirit that helps some people bob up smil- 
ing after any sort of a knockdown from fate. ‘My 
head is bloody but unbowed’—that sort of thing.

down. Said he remembered it distinctly because he 
started to take them back to the post office and get 
good ones, but finally used them. He asked me if 


_they were valuable that way. 


I told him they listed at $2,700 each unused, and 
that no one had a used one, so far as I knew, and I 
added that if he had kept that sheet he wouldn’t 
have to worry about a job for the rest of his life. 
He asked what a used one would be worth and I 
told him as much or more than an unused one. 

Jim got up and walked around, and then asked 
me if there was a real sale for the stamps at any 
such figure. I assured him there was, but told him 
to keep his hair on. He was talking of 30 years 
ago and there was not a chance in the world of any 
of those stamps still being in existence. 

But Jim was all steamed up. He said those bills 
that he mentioned were all to Milwaukee firms, sort 
of agencies of his company. He knew a number of 
them were still in existence and maybe a lot of them 
were, and perhaps by going up there he could run 
down some of the stamps. 

I started to pour cold water on the idea, and talked 
of a needle in a haystack, but then I got to thinking 
of that lot of 1847s, actual hundreds of them kept 
safely for 75 years, and thought it was just possible 
fate had something for Jim in her hand, so we 
talked it over fully. Next day I sent up there and 
got a copy of the business directory and telephone 
list, and Jim settled down to work on them. 

In about a week he came over one night with a 
list of 30 names and addresses that he had worked 
out. You know I’m one of those fellows that always 
thinks the next lot of old stamps he finds is going 
to be a wonder, so by this time I was all hot and 
bothered over the idea myself. Anyway, I offered 
to pay Jim’s expenses to go up to Milwaukee and run 
down every one of those places. If he found one of 
the stamps, I was to have it for $2,500. If he found 
more than one I was to sell them for him at the best 
possible price. That was the only way he would 
consent to the arrangement. 

Well, I’d like to tell you the full story, but you are 
so dumb and ignorant you wouldn’t believe it, so 
I’ll simply say that Jim got the darndest lot of 
stamps you ever saw. Not knowing one stamp from 
another he took everything that was offered to him, 
and much of it was trash, but, he got three of those 
Pan-Americans on the cover (I’ll show you my copy 
pretty soon to prove it!! and quite a lot of other 
good stuff besides the trash. 

Jim said he worked like a golfer killing snakes. 
He’d go to a firm, tell them who he had been, tell 
them of mailing those letters and statements to them 
in 1901, and ask if by chance they filed the envelopes 
with letters, explaining that he wanted some of the 
stamps that were in use in 1901. 

One firm after another turned him down until I 
guess he got pretty discouraged, but he was what I 
told you, so he kept on going. Then he hit a firm 
that was in business when Noah was still boss of the 
Ark, and they let him go up attic and wade through 
their old stuff. There were no Buffalos in the lot, 
but he mailed me a big box of covers that I wrote 





him were worth the expenses of the trip, and to keep 
hunting for his needle in the haystack. 

That braced him up and he went in harder than 
ever. He drew some more blanks, and then darned 
if he didn’t actually find a firm that pinned the 
envelopes to letters and things, and he ran across 
one of his own letters with the Invert on the en- 
velope! He sent that down by registered mail, with 
a card that said here was a needle, and he was still 
working on the haystack! 

Then he ran across two more lots of stamps from 

old firms and got some bully good covers. Show you 
some of them pretty soon. Make your mouths 
water! Shipped those down to me and went on dig- 
ging. Three days later he turned up the second 
Invert. Struck a firm that paid no attention to 
statements, simply filed them in the envelopes in 
case of a future dispute, and again Jim found his 
statement and stamp by digging through a lot of 
eld files. Funny thing. How he came to have that 
much sense I don’t know, but he hadn’t stuck those 
stamps on the tip corner of the envelope, and both 
of them were perfect. 
_ Some more blanks, and then, on his very last 
firm, he got the third Invert. Boss said at first they 
never kept the envelopes, but an old bookkeeper 
spoke up and said that he used to keep them years 
ago. He toddled up stairs with Jim, they got down 
the 1901 files, and luck was with them. That book- 
keeper was a good deal surprised at the ten dollar 
bill Jim gave him. 

Surprised him so much, in fact, that he said he had 
a friend in another old firm that had a lot of their 
old letters. Said his friend had spoken to the boss 
just the other day about burning them up to make 
room, and he was going over Saturday afternoon to 
help on the cleanup. He went around there with Jim 
just before closing time and fixed things up for him. 
Jim said that next morning he went around there 
and took off everything but his undershirt and pants 
and waded in dust and old stuff for three hours. 
Then he washed up, gave his friend another ten 
dollars and walked off with another big lot of old 
letters. Still had no idea whether or not they were 
any good, but they were old! 

He phoned me at the office next day, and came 
over that night, and did we have a celebration! I 
rise to remark! That was three weeks ago. Been 
keeping it all under cover until I cleaned up all 
the stuff for him. 

Yesterday I got in a check for $6,000 for those 
two Invert covers and gave it to Jim. Besides that 
I had paid him for my cover and the others I kept 
from his finds, and had gotten several hundred more 
for the rest of his stuff. And the best part of the 
story is that next month he starts in with a nice 
firm at a nice salary. Thank heaven, we have seen 
the worst of the depression and things are picking 
up, with business men showing a little more nerve 
and confidence in the future.

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The Story Behind The Stamp 


A British Vice-Admiral of Peru 


By WALTER PEEL 
(In Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly) 


Admiral Martin Guise, the 
fourth son of Sir John Guise, baro- 
net, was one of a group of British 
naval officers who played an im- 
portant part in the liberation of 
South America from Spain. Born 
on the 12th Mareh, 1780, he en- 
tered the Navy as a midshipman, 
being promoted lieutenant in 1802 
and commander in 1815. 

In 1817 the Chilean leaders in 
the South American war of inde- 
pendence, realizing the importance 
of driving the Spanish fleet from 
the Pacific, sent agents to England 
to purchase ships and engage na- 
val officers. Lord Cochrane, who 
was then in disgrace and had been 
dismissed from the Navy, accept- 
ed an offer to take command of the 
Chilean fleet which was in course 
of formation, and he arrived at 
Valparaiso in November 1818. 

Commander Guise also agreed to 
enter the South American patriot 
service; he retired from the Brit- 
ish Navy, and in 1818 brought out 
to the Pacific an old British cor- 
vette purchased by the Chilean 
agents. In this ship, which was 
given the name Galvarino, he took 
part in the capture of five Span- 
ish transports by the small Chile- 
an fleet under Admiral Blanco. 
When Cochrane arrived, Guise was 
appointed to the command of the 
Lautaro, a converted frigate of 
forty-four guns, bought from the 
East India Company. 

Early in 1819 the Spanish fleet 
had taken refuge in the Bay of 
Callao, and Guise took part in an

unsuccessful attempt to capture 
the fleet in February 1819. He 
served with distinction in the sub- 
sequent naval operations of that 
year which made the road by sea 
safe for the transportation to Peru 
of the liberating army in 1820, and 
he was much more popular than 
Cochrane with the Chileans and 
the English officers in the fleet. 
Cochrane, although a brilliant and 
resourceful seaman, was self- 
sufficient, hot-tempered, grasping 
and overbearing, and during the 
greater part of his life was en- 
gaged in disputes with those for, 
or with whom, he was working. In 
May 1820, when the expedition for 
the liberation of Peru was finally 
organized, the Chilean Govern- 
ment proposed to appoint Guise to 
the command of the escorting fleet 
instead of Cochrane, and was only 
dissuaded from doing this by the 
intervention of San Martin. 

In November 1820 Cochrane per- 
formed one of his dashing exploits 
by cutting out the Spanish frigate 


Esmeralda from under the 250° 


guns of the batteries of Callao. 
With Guise as second in command, 
160 seamen, and 80 marines in 14 
boats, with muffled oars, passed at 
night the entrance through the 
boom and reached the Esmeralda 
undetected. Boarding her, a fierce 
hand-to-hand fight took place, in 
which Cochrane was shot through 
the thigh. Guise, who was also 
wounded but less severely, took 
command and eventually the crew 
were all either forced overboard 
or driven below the hatches, the 
cables were cut, the sails set, and 
the Esmeralda sailed away in the 
hands of her captors undamaged 
by the fire opened from the bat- 
teries. 


Guise and Cochrane were not on 
good terms, and shortly after the 
capture of the Esmeralda they had 
a quarrel and Guise was court- 
martialled for insubordination. San 
Martin took him under his protec- 
tion, he resigned his command in 
the Chilean Navy, and entered the 
service of Peru. He was appointed 
Vice-Admiral of Peru in Septem- 
ber 1822, and in May 1823 given 
command of the Peruvian fleet. In

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December 1824 the Spanish cause 
in South America was finally shat- 
tered at the battle of Ayacucho, 
when the Viceroy was taken 
prisoner, one of the terms of the 
capitulation signed after the battle 
being that Callao was to be sur- 
rendered, the Spanish ships of war 
and all Spanish merchants being 
allowed to depart in peace. The 
royalist commander of Callao reso- 
lutely refused to surrender, and in 
October 1825 Guise blockaded the 
bay. In January 1826, besieged by 
land and blockaded at sea, the gal- 
lant commander was forced by 
hunger to capitulate, the garri- 
son having eaten all the horses, 
dogs, and cats in the town. Callao 
was the last place in South 
America to fly the Spanish flag. 

In July 1828 war broke out be- 
tween Peru and Colombia, and 
Guise was sent with his fleet to 
attack Guayaquil. By the irony of 
fate the town was defended by 
Admiral Illingworth, another Brit- 
ish ex-naval officer who had fought 
for the patriots in the war of lib- 
eration. Guayaquil fell on the 21st 
January, 1829, but the capture was 
effected by the Peruvians at a 
heavy cost as their Admiral was 
killed in an attack on one of the 
forts in December. 

Admiral Guise, who had married 
a South American lady, was buried 
in the cathedral church of Lima, 
where a monument was erected in 
his honour. 


At Elmore Court, Gloucester, the 
seat of the present baronet, Sir 
Anselm Guise, is a painting of the 
Admiral in full dress and with a 
note stating that he was “Slain be- 
fore the Fort of Cruses in the 
River of Guayaquil, December 
1828.”

NEW CUBAN AIR STAMPS 





A bit of interesting information 
regarding the forthcoming issue of 
new Cuban Air Stamps for Inter- 
national Air Mail Service is at 
hand from Dr. Luis F. Ajamil of 
Havana, Cuba. 

Dr. Ajamil states that on March 
2, a new set of eight Air Mail 
Stamps will be issued for Interna- 
tional use from Cuba to all coun- 
tries of North, South and Central 
America. He further states that 
the stamps will be on sale at post- 
offices on and after February 26th. 
With the two dates given we are 
at a loss to understand the signifi- 
cance of the later date unless it is 
intended that the use of the stamps 
shall not become effective until 
March 2. 

The stamps are for use over lines 
of the Pan-American Airways. : 

The denominations are 5c, green; 
10c blue; 15¢ red; 20c brown, 30c 
violet; 40c orange; 50c olive green 
and $1.00 black. 

Postage rates to United States, 
Canada and Mexico are 10 cents 
per half ounce. 

The stamps will be of large size, 
picturing a trimotor plane flying 
from east to west over a Cuban 
beach. The inscription will read 
“Correo Aereo International” and 
Republica de Cuba”. 

The current Cuban Air Mail 
stamp, Scott number 701 will be 
withdrawn from use.

A PRECANCEL ERROR 





This is not a story about an er- 
ror in the stamps but about an 
error in the use of the Bureau 
Print Precancel Stamps and the 
tale comes from Robert Richard- 
son of Akron, Ohio. 

Mr. Richardson writes: “By er- 
ror a few days ago a coil of 1 cent 
Akron Bureau Print Precancels 
were put into a vending machine 
in place of the ordinary 1 cent 
coil stamps. The people at the 
store did not recognize the fact 
that the Bureau Print stamps were 
cancelled stamps and would not 
believe me when I called their at- 
tention to that fact. I bought 
some out of the machine and then 
told the stamp clerk at the Post- 
office. The Postoffice Officials im- 
mediately got the coil back and 
luckily, only a few had been sold. 
I was requested to return the ones 
I had purchased, (as it was con- 
trary to postal laws) which I did. 
Before doing this I used two cut 
copies on a letter to see how they 
would handle such a thing and the 
postman when he delivered the 
letter demanded the entire envelope 
to return to the Postoffice. 

Somewhere in Akron, someone 
has a number of these stamps and 
it would be interesting to learn 
how the postoffice will treat this 
mail when the stamps are inno- 
cently placed on letters or cards 
for mailing.” 


The Akron 1 cent Bureau Prints 
catalog at 10c each and certainly 
the sale of them to the public 
through a vending machine was an 
error on the part of the persons 
who placed them in the machine.

PRECANCEL PRICES 


We don’t believe there is any 
subject quite as interesting as 
prices. Every stamp collector is 
interested in knowing what stamps 
are selling for, especially so, if he 
has any for sale, or if he is in the 
market to buy.

A collection of 1,328 different 
Hale precancels brought $58.10, 
which speaks well for the fraction- 
als. 

The popularity of the 13c apple 
green continues and these varie- 
ties, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Tacoma, Seattle, Denver, Joliet, 
Grinnell, and St. Louis brought 
$2.10. 


Old time favorites like the 5c of 
the 1898 series from Northampton, 
Mass., sold for $1.55, and a $1.00 
of the 1902 series from Cleveland 
with a straight edge brought $3.10. 

Of course bureau prints were 
right up in front. The 1c coil from 
Athol, with the error “L” for “T” 
brought $6.10. The item only cat- 
alogues $4.00, but such pieces are 
cheap at any figure.
